LUCK CONTINUES: 
FRE AND STRIKE 


Largest Vessel Afloat in flames 
and Steerage Passengers 
in Panic, 


SECOND OFFICER KILLED 
AFTER PROVING A HERO 


Conflagration Not Connected 
With the Trouble With the 
Longshoreliei;  Careless- 
ess is Held to be Respon- 
sible, 


New York, N.Y., Aug. 28—/rhe 
steamship Imperator, largest vessel 
afloat, was swept by. fire early today, 
as she lay at her dock in Hoboken, 
with erew and 4,134 steerage passen- 
gers aboard, Second Officer Gobrecht, 
who led the crew into the hold bo tight 
the flames, was cut off from his men, 
enveloped in a cloud of smoke, and 
suffocated, 

His body was found an hour after- 
wards untouched by fire, and brought 
ashore; : 

A fleet of fire fighting-craft aug- 
mented the apparatus on shore, sur- 
rounded the ship and poured tons of 
water into her hold. When the fire 
was checked at 8 o'clock the great 
vessel had Msted 15 degrees. 

The small army in the steerage 
aroused from their sleep by the 
crackling’ .of flames rushed panic- 
stricken for the pier. Most of them 
spent the remainder of the night hud- 
dled {n discomfort at the shore end of 
the pler. None of the steerage pas- 
sengers had been inspected by the 
eusboms or health authorities. The 
immigration authorities rushed them 
to Pls Island, at the earliest possible 
moment, this forenoon. 

The ship was dark, with all-asleep 

save officers. on watch, when smoke 
was discovered simultaneously by =. 
seamanon deck watch and a petly. of- 
floer, Almost: at “the same moment 
the crackling ‘of the flames was heard 
in the steerage quarters. 
_ A quick alarm was sounded, The 
crew of 1,180 men were in their places 
within ‘a minute. Every compartment 
was ordered closed except those which 
{ft was necessary to leave open for the 
steerage passengers to get ashore. 

The stampede of steerage passen- 
gers toward the deck checked for a 
moment tho fight against the flames. 
The ship's officers and hundreds of 
the crew, lined up in tsyo columns 
along the route to safety, guided the 
terror-stricken men and womet to-the 
jer. 

E Call For Outside Help. Bua 

With the ship clear, the éntire force 
turned its-hand to extinguishing the 
flames. For three-quarters of an hour 
they ‘fought the flre with only the 
Imperator’s own apparatus. Then thea 
Hoboken fire department was notified 
and a general alarm was sounded, 

In the first sharp skirmish with the 
flames,” second ofilcer Herman Go- 
brocht, caught in the withering breatdi 
of a belch of flames, was cut off from 
the door by ~vhich he had entered. 
lis companions were driven back to 
open air, Although they stormed the 
flames again and again, the wall of 
smoke kept them ‘from resoulng Go- 
brecht, 

Gobrecht, like the rest of the fire 
fighting force, was equipped with 
smoke masks, hose and ropes| 
which served as guide lines. Through 
clouds of smoke the. Hoboken firemen 
tushed, ‘The dining saloon of the sec- 
ond cabin suffered the greatest dam- 
ace from smoke. Tho handsome ap- 
Pointments of the saloon were a 
Wreck when the smoke cleared away. 

Nire boats from New York, a fleet of 
tugs, and another battery of fire fight- 
¢rs from Hoboken rushed to the pler. 

A dozen tugs floating nearby were in 
readiness to tow the steamer out to 
Midstream as the\flames momentarily 
threatened to destroy other vessels. 

Wilh the 50 streams playing upon 
the fire every minute the flames were 
checked and the vessel began to list. 
At 8 o'clock {here was only {wo 
streams on the blaze and It twas ex-

Indian Agent at Fort Simpson 
Brings Samples of Wheat 
to Edmonton. 


SAYS ALL:GRAINS GROW 
ABUNDANTLY AT FORT 


Soil in Neighborhood of Fort 
Simpson is Quite Different 


from the Land in Central Al-| 


berta and is Rich. 


Continmation of the agricultural: paos- 
sibilities of the extreme north country 


were obtained today from G. Card, In-| 


dian agent at Fort Simpson, who avas 
speckally commissioned by the Domim- 
jon government -experimental faver at 
Ottawa to carry out agricultural tests 
at Fort Simpson, e 

Fort. Simpson is located 600 miles 
north of Smith’s Landing, and over 4,- 
000 miles north of Edmonton, and yet 
the samples of wheat, barley and oats, 
Which Mr. Gard Wrought with. bim, 
compare very: favorably with those 
grown in Central Alberta. Gast year, 
Mr. Card had a quantity of seeds sent 
up from the Otiawa experimental farm, 
and sowed al Fort Simpson, ‘The 
crop proved to bea an excellent one; 
over 300 bushels of oats being obtain- 
ed, Owing (o a quantity of the wheat 
seed having gone amissing in transit, 
the amount of wheat obtained was 
much smaller, but equally good in pro- 
portion. Last year there was no sum- 
mer ‘frost at Fort Simpson until Sep- 
tamber 22nd, after the crop had been 
safely harvested, though at Smith's 
Landing, 500. mHes further south, there 
was.a mip of frost two weeks earlier, 
The samples of grain which Mr. Card 
has brought with him will be handet 
over for exhibition by the Dominton 
publicity department, and should serve 
asa splendid advertisement for a 
country, which, by the great majority 
of the general public, is regarded as a 
barren and useless wilderness. 

Made Close Study. 

Mr. Gard, who is registered at the 
Royal: George, has made a close study 
of agricultural conditions in’ the Fort 
Simpson country. The soil, he stated, 
is quite different. from that of Central 
Alberia. and the lower Peace. River 
country, being sandy loam. The soll, 
he. added, closely resembles that,-of 


the most fertile parts of Ontario, and}. 


4s admirably suited for truck garden- 
ing. This season Mr. Card had an 
abundant supply of all kinds of vege- 
tables, cabbages, in panticular, being 
such a heavy crop thal he was unable 
to yse. them all, ‘ Re 
In former” days, Fort — Simpson, 
which Is‘ located at the Junction of the 
Liand and MacKenzie rivers, was a 
very ‘mportant point, being the head 
post of the Hudson's Bay company for 
the north. Until recently, there was 
no mounted police station at the Fort, 
but Mr. Card has been instrumental in 
having a detachment stationed there. 
The Indlans in the Fort Simpson 
district are not yet in treaty, and, un- 
til comparatively recently there was 
no agent stationed there. Since go- 
ing to the Fort, Mr. Card has estab- 
lished a Jarge saxv-mill, and a plentiful 
supply of lumber has been Turned out. 
The health of the Indians of ‘the 
extreme north is exceedingly well look- 
ed afer, according to Mr. Gard. At 
Fort Simpson, the AngHean church 
have a mission, and, at all the more 
important centres, the Catholic church 
have statloned sisters of mercy, In 
addition, dhe Dominion department of 
the interior sends a doctor through the 
country every year, who gives gratul- 
tlous attention to the Indian tribes. 
“Byen in Central Atherta," said Mr. 
Card, “people have no idea of the 
vastness and fertility of the far north.” 
When first he came to Fort Simpson, 
Mr. Card stated he considered that he 
ha reached the end of all things. Last 
year, however, Mr. Card's Inspection 
of the Indians. took Im even further 
north, and he travelled 700 miles di- 
rectly northwards before coming to 
the mouth of the Mackenzie river.

CONSUMPTION IS 
NOT MENACE 10 
INDIAN TRIBES 


Indian Inspector States that 
Most Northern Indians 
Healthy, 


REDMEN STILL LEAD 
A NOMADIC EXISTENCE 


Indians Are Not Living in Log 
Huts to Any Great Extent 
ese Statements Often 
Made to That Effect. 


There is Jittle danger of the Indian 
fopulation in the north country being 
extermiiated through’ the ravages’ of 
consumption, according ‘to H. A, Con- 
rad, chief Indian inspeelor, who is in 
the ecily today. For the past 14 years 
Mr. Conrad has been in constant touch 
with the Indians, and his knowledge of 
conditions js authoritative. . In conver- 
pation at the Alberta, Mr. Conrad gave 
some little known ‘facets: regarding In- 
dian life in the great north jand, where 
the redmen continue their nomadic life, 
hunting and fishing, in exactly tihe 
same \vay as they did) centuries ago, 
before the coming of the white cen- 
querou, 2 

The practice of forsaking the lteepee 
for the’ log ‘hut. 1s nol so prevalent 
anong the redmen as is sometimes 
slated, according -to Mr. Conrad, but 
when ithe practice 1s adopted, the re- 
sults are disastrous. In many cases, 
the Indians do not install any fireplace 
or smoke stack, bul simply use an oil 
stove, Whieh they keep red thot ail 
through the winter. ‘Mere js abso- 
Intely ‘no ventilation, and the result is 
that one or two of the children die of 
consumption, ‘The head of the family 
then deserls the fatal house, first of 
all hermetically sealing it up’ with 
poards over the \voors and windows. 
After the tubercular microbes have bad 
a chanee of multiplying ‘for a couple 
of years, the ‘house is supposed to be 
thoroughly disinfected, and is sold by 
{ls original owners to some oliher In- 
dian family, 

Discourage It. 

Mr. Gonrad stated that the Indian 
agents consistenlly discouraged the 
practice of forsaking the teepees, and 
had had a ‘hnge number of ithe ingani- 
tary shaoks pulled down. While ad- 
mitting that consumption does take its 
toll of the Indians, Mr. Gonrad denied 
that the tribes were being exterminat- 
ed. ‘Phe missionaries — comply cen- 
suses of the numbers of Indians who 
die,” said Mr. Conray, “but they fail 
to fake note of the large number of 
births.” According to Mr. Conrad, if 
the Indians are not actually increasing 
in numbers, they are at least holding 
their own, 

The territory over which Mr, Con- 
rad has control insludes the whole 
of the country north of EPdmonton 
right to the Aretic ocean, and also the 
northern portion of British Columbia, 
east of the Nelson line, ‘The two main 
races are Grees and Chipewyans, 
though there are countless small 
tribes descended ‘from these lwo par- 
ent stocks. No treaty money is paid 
north of dhe jHay rivar, but the In- 
dians tight up to the Arctic ocean are 
under Mr, Conrad's charge. 

In terms: .of Treaty Eight, which 
Was signed {4 years ago, and Is Still 
in. force, $5 each is paid annually to 
every Indian, male and female, adult 
and child, The chief of each tribe is 
paid $20 and the hheadman $10, The 
stories wrich from time to time ap- 
pear in the eastern magazines as to 
the ingenious tricks adopted by the In- 
dians to obtain more treaty money than 
they are entitled to, were clyaracterized 
by Mr. Conrad as being absolutely 
Without foundation in fact. ‘In my 
long experience of paying treaty’ mo- 
ney,"’ said Mr. Conrad, “I cannot re- 
collect a dozen cases, in which any at- 
tempt at.swindling was made. The In- 


dians are serupulously honest, in fact; 


they would put to shame many s0- 
balled civilized wirite men."

Northern Indian A ent Returns 
from Arctic Regions After 
Long Stay, 


HAS SEEN BISON IN 
WOODS AT FT, SMITH 


Noted Scientists Are Investiga- 
ting Conditlons of Indian 


Life Among the Norther 
Trikes g the Northern 


All doubt.as to the existence of large 
herds of wild buffalo in the district 
around Kort Smith, and in the country 
further north, is laid at rest by A. J. 
Bell, Northern Indian agent, with head- 
quarters at Smith's: Landing, Mr, 
Bell's dutles take him as far nerth as 
the Hay river and Fort Resolution, and 
on different occasions, he has seen 
herds of the animals, which, until re- 
vently, were supposed to be extinct in 
their wild state, 

Afler two and a half years spent. in 
the North country, Mr. Bell arrived in 
Edmonton last night, having travelled 
to Athabasca Landing by the Hudson's 
Bay steamer ‘Athabasca River," which 
brought a very Jarge number of old 
time north countrymen to civilization. 
Mr. Bell, who is registered at the 
Corona, is aucompanied by his wife and 
two young children. Both ohildren 
were born at Smith's Landing and they 
yesterday. had their first glimpse at the 
sights and: sounds of civilization. 

Reverting to the réport recently sub- 
mitted to the department of the in- 
terior on the existence of large herds of 
buffalo in the North country, Mr, Bell 
stated that it was impossible to acour- 
ately caleulate the number of the 
animals, bul a very conservative esti- 
mation would place the number at 600. 

The buffalo, according to Mr, Bell, 
are identically similar in appearance to 
the vast herds of bison whieh  onee 
upon a time wandered over the west- 
ern prairies, and are undoubledly des- 
cended ‘from animals which were driven 
from their old haunts by the advance 
of civilization. Necessity, however, 
has made the buffalo of the North 
alter their habits, and they now are 
to be found prinejpally in the wooded 
country Owing to their allered habits, 
Mr, Bell stated that the bison are much 
agile and fleet of foot than werd their 
ancestors of the,plains, The animals 
have also become much more shy, and 
are very difficult lo approach, a fact 
Wlueh has hitherto accounted for. the 
absence of authentic: stories: of their 
existence, ‘ ‘ , 


fy Provent Slaughter 


Strict measures have been taken by 
the government to prevent the slaught- 
or of the buffalo and Mr. Bell stated 
that there was no doubt In his mind 
that the. herds would increase very 
rapidly in the immediate future. A 
small proportion of the calves and 
yearlings fall vietims to the timber. 
Wolves every Winter, but, on the whole 
the great brutes are well able-to pro- 
tect themselves from all danger, 

Thearorthern portions of Alberta are 
attracting world «wvide attention from 
scientists, and, in the course of Is 
journeying to and fro among the seat- 
tered Indian tribes, Mr. Bell has met 
noted men of science, On a‘ recent 
trip to Fort Resolution, Mr, Bell was 
aecompanied by Professor Mason, of 
the Smithsonian institute, Washington, 
D.G,, who is making a special. study 
of the ethnology of the Indians of the 
north. Professor Mason carries with 
him elaborate apparatus lo assist him 
in his investigations, including a large 
gramophone, with which he takes 
records of the folk songs and ¢charac- 
teristic sayings of the different tribes, 
The professor, from studies which he 
has already made, has come to the con- 
clusion {lat all the varied dialects have 
a common origin in the Chipewyan 
tongue, Which és still the common lan- 
guage of the north. Professor Mason 
considers It to be a justifiable deduce - 
tion that all the different tribes are 
descended from Chipewyan stock. 

Another noted man of science, whom 
Mr, Bell met al Fort Ray- was Dr, 
Wheeler, of Buffalo, N.Y. Dr. 
Wheeler's special object in penetrating 
the unexplored north is to — obbain 
spesimens of the musk ox, which are 
to be found even further north than 
Fort Ray, So far, Mr. Bell stated, 
the doctor has met with no success, Ac- 
cording. to Mr, Bell, Dr. Wheeler Is 
absolutely deetermined to obtain speci- 
mens, “7 will stay on the trail till 
t get a musk.ox,”’ sald the —dootor. 
“Byen if it takes me my whole life time 
{o do so." 

Indlan Life 

Mr. Bell, who is an enthusiast in sl 
that appertains to Indian life, talked in- 
terestingly of’ his work among the many | 
yaried tribes, who are as yel as unin- 
fluenced by civilization as were the 
“noble redmen,"” beloved of Fennemore 


Cooper. Mr. Bell has over 3,000 
Indians under his charge. including 


Chipewyans, Dog Ribs, Yellow Knives 
and Gariboo Baters. His district: ex- 
tends along the Athabasea and Slave 
rivers. | Mr, Well reeently paid tribute 
money to 150 braves at Hay River and 
to 600 at Fort Resolution, ‘‘One can 
form a very accurate estimate of the 
number, of Indians in the country when 
it comes to paying tribute money,” said 
Mr, Bell, “And 1 have no hesitation in 
saying thal, so faras the morth coun- 
ry is concerned al any rate, there Is 
no truth in -the statements that the red- 
men are being exterminated by con 
sumption and other diseases of civill- 
vation.’ Mr, Beli added that. grippe 
had earried off a few of the younger 
children, but that, on the avhole, there 
was an entire absence of disease amons 
the tribes, “ihe Indians of the

Mr. Bell emphatically denied the 
statements that immorality was _ rife 
among the northern tribes, ‘When. 
you have travelled for weeks with only 
indlans as companions,’ sald Mr. Bell, 
“vou will come to know them and to 
appreciate their sterling good qualities, 
and their absolute faithfulness to their 
friends,” 

Conventional noticns of the habits of 
the redmen, as they are commonly por- 
trayed In the wild west shows, and by 
popular fiction, are altogether errone- 
ous, according to Mr, Bell, While ho 
way paying tribute money at Fort 
Resolution, Mr. Bell had a dance given 
in his honor, which was taken part in 
by 800 braves. The dancers circled 
round and round jn swaying circles, to 
a.low sad tune. There was absolute- 
ly no’ whooping or shouting, an air of 
dignity characterising the whole pro- 
ceeding. - The tune used by the 
dancers, Mr, Bell stated, closely re- 
sembles that of a song which was very 
popular several years ago,  entitlerl 
“Redwing.” 

Mr. Rell-is an old-timer ‘in the 
north, and his knowledge of Indian 
habits and ideals is unrivalled, Mr, 
Bell first entered what is now known 
as the Peace River country in 1883, 
and was among the first to travel the 
overland trail from Fort MacPherson to 
Dawson ‘during the gold rush of 1898. 

Since August 4, Mr..and Mrs, Bell 
have been continuously travelling. The] , 
trip from Smith's Landing to Fort Mc- 
Murray was made by. the Hudson's Bay 
steamer “Grahame.” From Fort. Mc- 
Murray, Mr .Bell travelled to Grand 
Rapids by scow, and from there’ to 
Athabasna Landing by the $.S, “Atha- 
basea River.” 

Accompanying Mr, Bell Js Nathaniel 
Gear, Who has charge of the govern- 
ment herd of reindeer at Smith's Land- 
ing. Mr. Gear formerly had charge 
of the reindeer herd owned by the 
famous Dr. Greenfell, at St, Antwony, 
Newfoundland.

REPRESENTATION BY POPULATION

At the call of the provincial premiers of Oniario and Quebec a conference of pro- 
I I 


Vincial premiers is to be held in Ottawa on October 20 for the purpose of formulating a pro- 


posal to amend the British North America Act so as to provide that there be no reduction in 
the number of representatives at Ottawa from the Maritime provitces. 

Here is a proposal which will undoubtedly be bitterly fought in the. west, no matter 
from what source it originates. That the majority of the provincial premiers will endorse 
and approve gces without saying, as the majority of them are conservatives and it would 
suit the convenience of the Borden government immensely to be able to offset three or 
four western votes in favor of freer trade with one eastern vute in favor of higher tariff. 

At no time in the history of the Dominion has the west ever been fairly represented. 
In the constituency of Edmonton alone, for instance, it takes as many votes to elect one 
liberal member as are required in certain constituencies in New Brunswick, Mr. Hazen’s 
province, to elect three conservatives. By the British North America Act, which it is now 
sought to amend, redistribution is required after each decennial gensus and furnishes the 
only,opportunity presented to the west to bring its representation anywhere nearly up to date. 
But the last census, notoriously an underestimate of the population of the west, is now two 
years past and the country is growing in population every day. A redistribution based upon 
that count of two years ago will fall very far short of furnishing a fair representation for 


the west, and long 


before the next census comes around the west will be as unrepresented as 


ever. In the meantime the Maritime provinces practically stand still, and in some places are 


actually losing in population. 


With the population of the province of Quebec, the province furnishing the basic unit 
of representation for the whole Dominion, growing very rapidly, an amendment to the British 
North America Act which allowed the Maritime provinces to retain their present representa- 


tion in the Dominion parliament would upset the whole principle of representation by popu- 


lation. 


PUBLICITY THE SAFETY-VALVE 
IN PUBLIC AFFAIRS, 


A difference in methods characteristic of the 
two men and the two governments is shown by the 
different manner in which Wilson and Huerta han- 
dle the correspondence between the two govern- 
ments. 

President Wilson goes on the belief that com- 
plete publicity is the safer course. Hours before 
his message is delivered in congress he places the 
entire text of itin the hands of the Associated Press, 


~ subject to release upon the promulgation of the 


same in Washington. For instance, the presidential 
message delivered by President Wilson commenced 
coming in to the Capital office several hours be- 
fore the time when it was delivered. With the 
message there was a note to editors that the faith 
of the Associated Press was pledged to withhold the 
publication of the message until its release, which 
was flashed from Washington the moment the 
president commenced to speak. The message was 
already in type in almost every newspaper office 
on the continent. Its publication followed almost 
instantaneously upon its release, and- newspaper 
readers from Atlantic to Pacific were perusing the 
president’s message alinost line for‘line as the presi- 
dent of United States was himself reading the same 
message to congress. In other words, the president 
of United States took the whole world into his con- 
fidence. 

Had the contingency arisen that Huerta, by an 
eleventh-hour acceptance of the terms of United 
States, made the necessity of the message non-exist- 
aut the message already in the hands of newspapers 
from coast to coast, and already in type, 
would have been ‘‘killed.’’' It is safe to say that 
not one newspaper of the thousands having posses- 
sion of the message woul have violated the Asso- 
ciated Press pledge by even mentioning its exist- 
ence, let aione publishing it. To have done so 
would have been to violate a point of honor among 
the newspapers, and hundreds of instances to show 
in how high regard this pledge is held by the news- 
papers can be quoted from the experience of any 
newspaper office. In other words, the accepted be- 
lief of the president of United States and of every 
public man worthy of the name in Canada, United 
States and Great Britain, is that the newspapers are 
safe custodians of state secrets, pending the hour 
when the circumstances demand that they should 
be given to the public, and that the public are enti- 
tled to full knowledge of every move made by the 
government the moment that move is made. 

Huerta’s theory is exactly the opposite. In the 
city of Mexico, the capital of the disturbed repub- 
lic, no afternoon papers carried a line of the cor- 
respondence between the two presidents. So far 
from having any knowledge of what was passing, 
the people of Mexico were sedulously left in the 
dark. The only intimation given by the Mexican 
government to its citizens that there had even been 
a correspondence was in the form of a letter from 
the hand of Gamboa, published in a paper controll- 
ed absolutely by the government. 

The accepted belief of Huerta, therefore, is that 
the citizens of Mexico cannot be trusted with a 
knowledge .of the affairs in hand by their govern- 
ment. Under the circumstances, it is not at all 
surprising that the mistrust is mutual, The extreme 
penalty of this; mistrust is revolution. 

Complete publicity upon public affairs is the 
safety-valve of nationhood.

“We ask those who deny that Canada is a na- 
tion, what is it, then? They answer that it is not 
a nation, that It is only a colony.

Placing these two expressions side by side the 
similarity of the philosophy of the home rulers on 
this and the other side of the world is seen at a 
glance. The whole question at issue is one of home 
tule. or centralization, Those who believe that’ 
Canada and the other dominions are autonomous 
nations capable of governing. themselves are in 
favor of home rule with complete control of their 
own affairs. ‘Those who believe that the dominions 
should be ruled from Downing street are in favor 
of centralization in the matter of the navy the same 
as in all other matters. 


STEAM ROLLER CANNOT BE 
WHEELED INTO THE COURTS. 


Clause 44 of the Edmonton city charter, says 
there shall be vested in the commissioners “a gen- 
eral executive jurisdiction over the affairs of the 
city, including the care, management and control 
of the police force, the fire brigade and_other, pub- 
lic services, and the public works and utilities of the 
city, and of:all property, works, improvements, 
etc., etc. 

This is the clause which sets out the powers anu 
duties of the commissioners, and it is very plain that 
the intent of the charter was to provide for a com- 
mission which would act as a board. Clause 42 
gives the council the right by bylaw to assume any 
of the duties of the commissioners, but there | is 
nothing contained in any clause providing for a di- 
vision by the council of the duties of the commis- 
sioners, such as is proposed in the ring: motion of 
Tuesday evening. 

The council’s plan to isolate one commissioner 
and debar him from participation in the active work 
of the commission board is merely a subterfuge to 
do by circumlocution what the aldermanic ring is 
unable, io do directly and by constitutional methods. 

Presuming that, for purposes of executive ad- 
ministration, the commissioners, under the charter, 
are a board, plain reason would suggest that any 
authorizations from which any member of the board 
was debarred would not be, in fact, genuine authorl- 
zations by the board, and therefore would not be 
legal. If such were discovered to be the case, the 
city’s whole administration from this time forward 
might be found to be illegal. 

It might be just as well for the ring to remem- 
ber that the steam roller cannot be wheeled into the 
courts and made to flatten out the supreme bench.

Cortenary of Very, 
American Poet. 

Today is the centenary of the birth 
of Jones Very, an American poet and 
critic, whose works are still valued and 
appreciated by. the litterati, although not 
generally known.. Very was born at 
Salem, Mass., August 28, 1813, the son 
of one of those hardy skippers who 
onee roamed the seven seas: and car- 
ried Salem's name and fame to all the 
ports of the world, In his youth the 
future poet made several voyages with 
his father, visiting Europe and_ the 
East Indies. He. graduated from Har- 
vard In 1836, and for two years there- 
after he was a Greek tutor in the uni- 
versity.. In 1843 he was licensed as a 
Unitarian minister by the Cambridge 
association, but never undertook a 
charge. In ‘temperament he was a 
mystic and religiously melancholy, and 
ot so retiring a-nafura/as to be unfitted 
for the active duties of a pastorate, 
He lived a quiet, lonely life in his na- 
tive city, writing verses and occasion- 
ally contributing essays to the Salem 
Gazette and the Unitarian publications. 

The. first yolume of his collected 
works, ‘Essays and Poems,” appeared 
fin. 1839, and gave him a certain vogue 
throughout New England. Eventually 
he gained many admirers among the 
literati all over Europe and America. 
His sonnets are regarded by many 
critics as the besteever produced by 
an American poet, while his essays are 
scholarly, finished in style, and sym- 
pathetically critical. “He died in Salem 
in 1880, and since then new edilions 
of his poems and-essays haye been 
published. i 
* ok 

Today is the festival of St.) Augustine 
of Hippo, the greatest of four great 
fathers of the Latin church. No other 
man has ever exercised such power 
over the Christian church, or made 
so profound an- impression. upon 
Christian thought. “He was born about 
the middle of the fourth century, the 
son of Patricius, a burgess of the 
town of Numidia, and Monica, a woman 
who has become a type of womanly 
saintliness. Augustine’s father was a 
pagan, but his mother a devoted ad- 
herent of the new faith, and she la- 
bored valiantly to convert her husband 
and to rear her son-as a Christian. 
Eventually she succeeded in both ob- 
jects. In his youth Anugusline was far 
from being an example of high morality. 
He was hardly more than a boy when 
he became the father of an illegitimate 
son, to whom he was devotedly at- 
tached. At Carthage he studied for 
the career of a rhetorician, and became 
a devotee of the theatre. After various 
philosophic wanderings and searchings 
for truth, he at length fell back on the 
fatth of his mother. The preaching 
of Ambrose. further convinced him of 
the truth of Christianity. Returning 
to his native town, he formed a small 
religious community, where the mem- 
bers had all things in common, ag in 
the early church. Henceforth Augus- 
tine's life was occupied with ecvelesias- 
tical labors, the writing of books, and 
the great controversies in which they 
engaged him.

RAILWAY MAIL. 

The first trial of a postal-car service, 
in which mail matter 1s assorted while. in 
transit, was made 49 years ago today, on 
the Chicago and Northwestern rallway. 
The scheme was a thorough. success, and 
railway mail was Inaugurated that year on 
several of the important railway lines. and 
was gradually extended all over — the 
United States, and adopted by other coun- 
tries, In 1874 the American railway sys- 
tem was thoroughly organized on a per- 
manent basis, with elght territorial divi- 
sions, cach in charge of a superintendent 
subordinate to a general chief at Washing- 
ton. This service was among the first to 
adopt a modern classified civil service, 
appointment of railway mail clerks having 
always been made for a probationary per- 
fod, permanent employment being con- 
ditloned on satisfactory service and con- 
duct, and removal based on good cause 
only, The service has been gradually in- 
creased and new divisions organized, and Is 
now operated on practically every railway,

§2n Antonio, Texas, Aug. 28,— 
One troop of the third cavalry and 
a battery of the third field artil- 
lery Were rushed from Fort Sam 
Huston to the border last night 
upon orders from the war depart= 
ment at Wash!ngton. Two special 
trains were m&de up on two hours’ 
notice. 

The artillery were sont to Lar- 
odo, Texjas, and the cavalry to 
Brownsville. Attention was oalled 
to the fact that opposite Laredo 
thero Is a Mexican federal gar~ 
rison, and aoross tho border from 
Brownville, the constitutionallsts 
hold forth, 

In addition about 1,000 men are 
In readiness to loave for the Sam 
Houston, 

Rallroads have promised to havo 
equipmont on hand to accommo- 
date 500 men and horses in 36 
hours. 

Washington, Aug. 28.—Prosl- 
dent Wilson fast night warned all 
Amerloans to leave Moxico at once. 

At tho s2me time the American 
embassy and all consular repro= 
sentatives throughout the southern 
republic were instructed to ‘notify 
all officials, clvil and military, In 
Mexico,” that they would be held 
6trictly responsible for harm or In= 
Jury done to Americans or thelr 
proporty, 

} Gamboa Presents Facts, 

/ Mexico Clty, Aug, 28—Without com- 
ment, Frederico Gamboa, minister of 
foreign affairs, presented to. the stand- 
ing comméttea of the Mexican con- 
gress last night all the facts in the 
‘controversy between Mexico and the 
United States. 

The congressthen, comprising the 
committee, received the facts without 
comment other than that indulged in 
as individuals after adjournment, Un- 
less there are now developments It 1s 
improbable that discussion even of a 
private character will continue long." 

Senor Gamboa insists that the nego- 
{lations are not entirely concluded, but 
should they be, it is probable that soon 
the entire affair will be regarded as a 
closed incident. 3 

The congressmen, in discussing the 
noles exchangea, freely commended 
the action of the Mexican government, 
and that small portion of the public 
which fs cognizant of the character of 
that action was loud jn its praise of 
what is characterized as the patriotic 
andl dignified action of the administra- 
ton. 


No Reference to Message. 


No afternoon papers of the capital 
carried any pam, of the correspondence 
between the tao countries. or refer- 
ence to President Wilson’s message. 
OMmeials of the governinent refused to 
discuss {t. 

All the government cared to say re- 
garding the situation was published 
last night in the oMcial Diariou, a pa- 
per fssued by the government for the 
dissemination. of oficial news. 

“Since the strained relations exist- 
Ing between ‘Mexico and the United 
States began," said Senor Gamboa in 
this article, ‘the ad interim) govern- 
ment, with a full understanding of the 
obligations and responsibilitles, | pur- 
posed with the greatest possible spirit 
of conciliation to preserve national de- 
corum, Which was in great danger of 
suffering a serious and transcendental 
affront, had another line of conduct 
been adopted for that which was taken 
under the present circumstances, The 
atrlotly seeret character of the nego- 
tiations Which are still under way de- 
cided (he government upon withhold- 
{nz until today the publication of the 
whole of the correspondence exchang- 
ed betaveen the chancellors. ° 


No Comment Is Added. 

“Tn view of the fact that the presi- 
dent of the United States hag already 
sibmithed the. case to congress the 
constitutional ad interim government 
believes it to be its duty through the 
oMelal organ to Inform alll tho in- 
habitants of the republic of the state 
of these delicate negotiations. Pur- 
posely not a single comment is added, 


since the government believes the 
docuinents are eloquent enough In 
themselves, It confines itself to hop- 


ing for approval of its acts by the peo- 
ple avhose destinies {t temporarily 
guides, .and recommending the sreat- 
est, calm and discretion in order ‘that 
the decoros and solemn course of the 
aforementioned negotiations may not 
do hindered, : 

‘Many Mextoans belleve that the only 

bar to the acceptance of the proposi- 
tlong in the second note wwvas in the In- 
sistence that President Huerta elimin- 
ate himself from the electorial contest. 
Their point is that this was impossible 
for him to do since he 1s a Mexican 
oitizen, 
If there should bo further negotla- 
tlons it is practically certain they can- 
not be sufficiently concluded if this 
demand of the United States be insist- 
ed upon.” 

President Wilson's second note made 
public last night, insists on an immedl- 
ate answer only to the demand that 
General Huerta be eliminated from the 
electoral contest. All olhor points, says 
President, Wilson, may be taken up lat- 
ter, suggesting, however they may be 
“ken up without great delay, 


Reply to Seoond Noto. 

Minister Gamboa, replying to the 
second note, presented by Mr. Lind, 
said in effect that his first answer 
might sland for a reply to this note, bit 
that President Huerta, desiring to exer- 
alse extreme forbearance, was willing 
fo make further explanations to the 
suggestion offered by President Wilson 
that ‘if the Mexican government aot 
immediately and favorably" upon. the 
suggestions, President Wilson would 
“express to American bankers and their 
associates assurances that the govern- 
ment will look with favor upon the ex- 
tension of an immediate loan, sufficient 
to meat the temporary needs of the 
present administration.” 

To this senor Gamboa replied: 

“phere could not be a loan big 
enough offered to Induce those en- 
trusted with the national dignity to put 
that dignity aside." 

The minister declared that the re- 
commendations regarding the with- 
drawal of General Huerta’s candidacy 
was Impossible of fulfilment, saying: 

“Not only wourd we forego our 
sovercign entirely and all future elec- 
tions of president would ho subject to 
the veta of the president of the United 
Stales. Such an enormity, no govern~ 
ment will attempt to perpetrate.” 


Says Wilson Only One. 

He pointed out the clause in the 
excuso in the institution which tnoapa- 
citates a president ad interfm from 
becoming a candidate at a forthcoming 
election and said: 

“If President Wilson has taken such 
paragraph into consideration before 
venturing to impose upon us the con- 
ditions in questions and which we have 
no power to admit the present state of 
affairs between you and ourselves 
would have been avoided.” 

Nobody except President Wilson, 
Minister Gamboa declared, raised the 
point of the candidacy of General 
Huerta, and continued: 

“Phere docs not exist a newspaper 
club or group of persons who launch- 
ed his candidacy or even diasusged it. 
On what then were the gratutious sus- 
ploions of the president of the united 
States based in demand that General 
Huerta should enter into an agreement 
never before imposad on a governor of 
any nation?"

The acting governor in hls messages,

SPORTOGRAPHY, 


FRAWLEY BOXING LAW 
HAS BEEN A SUCCESS. 

It will be Just tavo years tomorrow 
sinca the Frawley boxing law went 
into effect in New York State. This 
act, which created a State Athletio 
Commission for the regulation of the 
boxing game in the Empire State, has 
been subjected to considenable onti- 
cism and efforts have been made to 
bring about dts repeal by the legisla- 
ture, but on the whole it has worked 
out successfully. A similar system has 
been adopted in other States, and It is 
likely that m vhe course of time some 
such haw will be put into effect in 
every State and country where the biff 
game is popular. 

Under the Frawley act boxing bouts 
are restricted to 10 rounds in length 
and no decision Is permitted. The 
commission passes on all applications 
for licenses to conduct boxing clubs, 
and the license may be revoked at any 
{ime df the promoter fails to live up 
to the rules. The referees are also 
under the control of the commission 
and may be ‘eanned’ at any time, 
while any fighter avho comports him- 
selfdin a manner unworthy of “a box- 
er and a gentleman” may also be tn- 
yited to practice his profession outside 
of the limits of the state. The com- 
mission has also adopted a classifica- 
tion of weights whieh has” been 
generally adopted, and has put into 
effeet mammerous measures for the up- 
lift of the game.

Mr. Robertson, who hasbeen res- 
ponsible for the locating of some of the 
most important oil flelds which have 
been discovered in Russia and other 
parts of Europe, in Asia Minor and in 
Africa in recent years, has spent the 
last threo months in the Fort MceMur- 
ray district, prospooting for oll, in the 
interests of an influential English: syn- 
dicate, which ‘already has extensive {n- 
terests in the north country. Mr. 
Robertson roturned to Edmonton Tues- 
day, having been one of the passen- 
gers on the Hudson's Bay steamer 
from the north, and is registered at 
the Royal George. 

That thore Is a very big future for 
the whole province of Alberta gs an oll 
producing region. was stated iby Mr. 
Robertson. There are evidences that 
oil is to be found right through ithe 
province, from the southern boundary 
to the Arctic cirole, and the futuro 
possibilities for Alberla, acoording to 
Mr. Robertson, are illimitable, ‘‘How- 
ever,’ he added, “it would take three 
years instead of three months to get 
even a casual knowledge of the oil 
fleldg of the swholo province, and [ 
have been confining my attentions to 
the Fort MoMurray Wistrict.”
